Pursuit ends 
with arrest of 
Hingham woman 


Police unlock woman stuck 
in husband’s man cave 


A 20-year-old Hingham 
woman is facing a host of 
charges in both Weymouth 
and Hingham including the 
Weymouth charges of driv¬ 
ing the influence of drugs 
and refusing to stop for 
police on Thursday morn¬ 
ing (March 30). 

Police said Katrina D. 
Lumbert, of 94 High St. in 
Hingham drove at speeds 
of up to 60 m.p.h. through 
Weymouth, Hingham and 
into Cohasset. Weymouth 
police also charged Lumbert 
with speeding and reckless 
operation of a motor vehi¬ 
cle in connection with the 
incident. 

The incident started when 
Lumbert allegedly fled from 
Wevmouth officers, who 


were attempting to stop her 
following 9-l~l calls report¬ 
ing Lumbert was acting 
strangely while behind the 
wheel of a 2003 Mitsubi¬ 
shi Eclipse on Commercial 
Street near Jackson Square. 

When Lumbert failed to 
yield for police officers, the 
pursuit traveled from Wey¬ 
mouth, through Hingham 
via Route 228, and even¬ 
tually to Route 3A where 
Cohasset police joined in. 
Lumbert abruptly turned 
into the driveway of the 
Harborview Nursing Center 
in Cohasset and attempted 
to flee on foot. She was 
quickly apprehended by 
officers from Weymouth, 
Hingham, and Cohasset 
after a brief struggle.

Town Hall 
renovation 
story clarified

Fighting for the future

What does the 
committee do? 

This informal committee 
fights to preserve the char¬ 
acter and environment 
of Cohasset by pushing 
for tasteful development 
through stricter zoning 
regulations. They’ve 
watched too many large 
houses go up on small 
lots, too many properties 
razed of trees, too much 
granite ground up to make 
room for new homes - and 
they’re not going to take it 
anymore. 

“We’re not against 
development," said Rick 
Swanborg, one of the 
group’s two chairpersons. 
“We’re not against large 
houses, per se. What we 
want to have is some 
control so that we get 
proportional house size to 
the lot - that’s one goal. 
And the second is to put 
some sort of controls over 
massive clearcutting and 
strip-mining the property, 
which most towns have." 

Added Steve Crummey, 
co-chairman, “You’re not 
going to find any views 
like Jerusalem Road and 
Atlantic Ave. unless you go 
to 17-mile drive in Carmel, 
California. Our overrid¬ 
ing concern is to keep the 
character of Cohasset the 
same. It is a very unique 
town that we want to keep 
that way.” 

Who are the Citizens 
for Cohasset’s 
Future? 

There are over 150 
people involved with the 
group, but the core mem¬ 
bers number only nine, 
with a working group of a 
dozen or so. 

Myra Brennan brings a 
background of analytics, 
research, mathemat¬ 
ics and science, with an 
engineering degree and 
a postdoctoral specialty 
degree in dentistry. She 
plans to live in Cohas¬ 
set for the rest of her life 
and wants to preserve the 
community. 

Tom Callahan is an 
attorney whose practice 
includes real estate and 
land use permitting. He 
has served on the Conser¬ 
vation Commission, Board 
of Selectmen, and previous 
faster Plan steering com¬ 
mittee circa 2004, among 
other public service. He 
fears the loss of Cohasset’s 
physical beauty due to lack 
of bylaws and rules for 
new development. 

Steve and Margy Crum¬ 
mey moved to Cohasset 
after living in Hingham, 
Beacon Hill, Concord, and 
more. They think Cohas¬ 
set is the most beautiful 
of them all and have been 
dismayed at the trans¬ 
formations taking place 
before their eyes in the 
three and a half short 
years since they moved to 
town. 

Lisey Good serves on the 
Open Space and Rec¬ 
reation Committee and 
started the environmental 
group Wild Cohasset. She

brings her past experience 
in public relations and 
marketing to manage the 
citizen group’s website and 
printed materials. She was 
inspired to get involved 
after a lot near her home 
was clear cut and blasted 
last year to make way for a 
massive new house. 

Paul Hickey wants 
to preserve Cohasset s 
charm and is pleased for 
the chance to collabo¬ 
rate with residents and 
Town officials to achieve 
goals that will benefit the 
community. 

Susan Playfair believes 
in balance between 
development and the 
environment. She’s seen 
firsthand the impact that 
citizens can have: as a 
teenager, she and her 
family fought to protect 
a salt marsh near their 
home from a developer 
who wanted to fill it in. 

Not only did they win - 
their case became the basis 
for the Hatch Act, which 
prohibits filling of wet¬ 
lands for development in 
Massachusetts. 

Rick Swanborg chaired 
the Master Plan com¬ 
mittee in 2004 and also 
served on the Zoning 
implementation citizens 
group for three years. 

He helped pass the large 
home review process and 
a few other items back 
then, but it’s not enough; 
he believes Cohasset 
should follow the example 
of other towns who have 
already tightened their 
zoning regulations. 

Maryanne Wetherald 
volunteers for the Cohas¬ 
set Conservation Trust and 
owns a public relations 
practice. She learned up 
close and personal about 
zoning and conservation 
after a neighbor’s home 
was replaced with a larger 
one. She misses the deer 
that used to gather in a 
wooded lot near her home. 

Abby Greco and Deidre 
Riley also volunteer with 
the citizens’ committee. 

Why get involved? 

According to the chair¬ 
persons, Cohasset zoning 
was primarily done in 
the 1960s, and it leaves 
the door wide open for 
developers to strip land 
and build a 10,000 square 
foot house on a half-acre 
lot. Adding sewers to the 
Little Harbor area made it 
even easier by opening up 
properties that previously 
could not be developed. 

The group believes

They offered Duxbury, 
Wellesley, Norwell, and 
Cape Cod as examples of 
similar towns that have 
already enacted stricter 
regulations to ensure their 
towns remain a desirable 
place to live.

Rec, Health Fair support appreciated 


C ruising down the 
road, coming off of 
Route 3 approach¬ 
ing exit 15 in Hingham, 
and suddenly you hear a 
“ding," an email. 

You figure it might be 
from that new client, so 
you grab your Samsung 
and giv e it a quick glance. 

A mere seconds later 
... boom! You acciden¬ 
tally ram into the vehicle 
ahead. The damage is 
small, but you later dis¬ 
cover the cost to repair 
the tw o vehicles is in the 
thousands of dollars. Of 
course, your insurance 
will pick up the bill, but 
in the long run you lose — 
your rates go up. 

Technology is great, but 
technology mixed with 
driving is getting us into 
big trouble, causing more 
accidents, which gives 
insurance companies rea¬ 
sons to jack up rates. 

Recently, several auto 
insurers received per¬ 
mission from the Mass. 
Division of Insurance to 
raise their rates by 3 to 6 
percent this year, fol¬ 
lowing a 6 to 9 percent 
increase in 2016. 

The companies point to 
distracted drivers — talk¬ 
ing on a mobile device, 
texting, checking the latest 
Facebook post — and non¬ 
technology actions, such 
as reacting to a coffee spill, 
as the major culprits. 

The National Highway 
Traffic Safety Administra¬ 
tion notes that 80 percent 
of accidents and 16 
percent of highway deaths 
are the result of distracted 
drivers. Studies also show 
that one out of every 
four car accidents in the 
United States is caused by 
texting and driving. 


The problem 
has reached an 
epidemic level, and 
has become a top 
agenda item for 
policy-makers. 


Teens are dispropor¬ 
tionately responsible for 
fatal road crashes involv¬ 
ing distracted driving, 
but adults also take part 
in these risky behaviors. 
According to State Farm 
Insurance, 36 percent of 
all drivers text and drive 
— and it’s making every¬ 
one's rates go up. 

The problem has 
reached an epidemic 
level, and has become 
a top agenda item for 
policy-makers. Officials 
are trying to tackle the 
problem through pro¬ 
viding funds for police 
departments to conduct 
high-visibility enforce¬ 
ment and to launch 
education campaigns. 

Laws are already on the 
books that prohibit Mas¬ 
sachusetts drivers under 
18 from using a cellphone 
while driving, and make 
texting and driving illegal 
for all motorists. A bill 
passed in the Senate that 
has never made it through 
the House, which would 
prohibit the use of mobile 
devices in a vehicle with¬ 
out hands-free technology, 
could help. 

Laws have their place; 
however, this is a situa¬ 
tion where people need to 
change their behaviors, to 
pay attention to the road 
and traffic, on both small¬ 
town streets and major 
highways, instead of that 
little device.

Need knows no ZIP Code 


A n elderly woman 
arrived at the 
Cohasset Food 
Pantry for the first time, 
and asked if she was in the 
right place. She was small, 
anctfrail. She had just 
learned of the pantry. She 
had a small bag to donate, 
containing two cans of 
soujj. 

“She said ‘I don’t have 
much. I hope this helps,’" 
recalled Jane Corry, co- 
director of the pantry. 
“Tljpt meant more to me 
tha^i a thousand-dollar 
cherk. She gave from her 
heart. She was genuinely 
concerned." 

In her 25 years at the 
Cotiasset Food Pantry, 
Corry has seen time and 
again such beautiful 
examples of peoples good¬ 
ness and generosity. And 
its been her experience 
that most donations come 
from those who know 
something about strug¬ 
gling, whether they’ve 
struggled themselves, or 
perhaps been close enough 
to a loved one’s difficulties 
to feel compelled to reach 
out. 

“Until it affects some 
people personally, they’re 
not going to do anything,” 
Corry said. “The donations 
are mostly from people 
who have been there." 

Corry, who shares co¬ 
director responsibilities 
with Moira Stansell, has 
also worked over the years 
to correct misconceptions 
about the food pantry: 
That it feeds families from 
other towns, that it’s not 
needed because there’s no 
hunger here, that it doesn’t 
even exist. 

It absolutely does exist, 
and only feeds Cohas¬ 
set families, who provide 
proof of residency through 
driver’s licenses, utility 
bills or other such docu¬ 
ments as proof. 

And it is needed. The 
food pantry supplements 
groceries and dry goods 
for dozens of Cohasset 
families each week. Some 
weeks, Corry serves 30 
families; busier weeks

can bring well over 40 
families. 

“In the beginning it was 
mostly the elderly, but 
gradually the age is going 
down," Corry said. “It’s a 
mixture now. We’re getting 
more and more families 
that need help." 

Current clients range 
from families with chil¬ 
dren 7 years old to single 
adults over 90 years old. 

People who utilize the 
food pantry generally do 
so as a result of a disabil¬ 
ity, illness or accident that 
renders them unable to 
work, a job loss, or because 
family circumstances 
change suddenly - for 
example, children and/ 
or grandchildren moving 
back home and adding 
pressure to a fixed income. 

Corry doesn’t oper¬ 
ate the pantry with a set 
income threshold; she 
evaluates each client 
individually. She recog¬ 
nizes that in a town where 
everyone knows everyone 
else’s business, it can be 
extremely difficult for 
people to admit they need 
food assistance and visit 
the pantry. 

The privacy of the 
pantry’s location makes 
visiting it less stressful 
than it might be otherwise. 
And Corry and Stansell 
coordinate with the town’s 
Elder Affairs department 
to make deliveries to 
homebound or disabled 
clients. 

The pantry is busiest at 
Thanksgiving and Christ¬ 
mas, when donations 
spike, but for those who 
depend on it to bridge a 
gap between what they 
need and what they can 
afford, it is a year-round 
blessing.

many dedicated volun¬ 
teers - work closely with 
other south shore pantries 
to share surplus items, 
moving inventory and 
supplies to where they’re 
needed most. Nothing 
goes to waste (other than 
items so far past expira¬ 
tion that pantries are not 
allowed to distribute them 
- please check freshness 
dates, donors). 

In recent years the 
pantry has assisted vet¬ 
erans, and Corry believes 
there may be additional 
veterans in town who need 
the pantry and not know 
of its existence yet, or may 
not feel ready to ask for 
help. She can't stand the 
thought of them lacking 
food security. 

“That group more than 
anything 1 want to help," 
she said. “If they’re dis¬ 
abled, we’ll get them on a 
delivery list." 

Much of what has kept 
Corry going has been the 
experience of performing 
work that is filled with 
meaning and heartily 
appreciated. Clients often 
bring tokens of their grati¬ 
tude, and offer to make 
deliveries for the pantry 
or launch fundraisers and 
drives to help the cause. 

“The people I’ve met 
are the most wonderful 
people. They’re all by and 
large very appreciative," 
she said. “They really 
change your life.”

THE HOUSE AND SENATE: Beacon Hill Roll Call records the votes of 
local representatives on the only roll call from the week of March 27-31. 
There were no roll calls in the Senate last week. 

4200 MII.I JON FOR LOCAL ROADS AND BRIDGES (H *788) 

House 154-0, approved and sent to the Senate a bill authorizing $200 mil¬ 
lion in one-time funding for the maintenance and repair of local roads and 
bridges in cities and towns across the state. The $200 million would be bor¬ 
rowed by the state through the sale of bonds. The funding would be allocat¬ 
ed using the same formula that is used for distributing Chapter 90 trans¬ 
portation money annually. 

Supporters said this would help cities and towns keep their roads and 
bridges safe. They noted that the money will be delivered early in the con¬ 
struction season and allow many vital municipal road projects to move for¬ 
ward. 

Although no one voted against the proposal, the Massachusetts Municipal 
Association had urged legislators to increase the funding to $300 million 
per year and have it in effect for several years to allow communities to plan 
ahead and use the funds more efficiently.

AISO UPON BEACON HIIJ. 

$16 MILLION FOR SMALL BRIDGE REPAIRS - The Massachusetts 
Department of TYansportation has awarded 36 cities and towns grants to 
fund the repair ofbridges that are 20 or fewer feet in length. This 5-year, $50 
million program was approved by the Legislature and signed into law by 


Gov. Charlie Baker last August. It will reimburse communities up to 
$500,000 per year to repair these small bridges, which are not eligible for 
federal aid. The funds can be used for the design, construction and adminis¬ 
trative costs for the preservation, rehabilitation or replacement of these 
bridges. 

Supporters, noting there are some 1,300 small bridges across the state, say 
that many of these are in desperate need of repair or replacement and are at 
high risk for full or partial closure in the near future if action is not taken. 

The next deadline for filing an application is June 3. There are three dead¬ 
lines during the year - Oct. 31, Feb. 28, and June 3. An application for an 
emergency can be submitted for consideration at any time.

TAX BILLS ON THE AGENDA - The Revenue Committee has scheduled 
a public hearing on several bills on April 10 at 1 p.m. in Room B-2 at the 
Statehouse including: 

IMPOSE SALES TAX ON ITEMS BOUGHT ONLINE (H 1524) - Re¬ 
quires the state to plan and prepare to collect the r.tate's 6.25 percent sales 
taxes on all items purchased online if and when the federal government au¬ 
thorizes states to mandate that Internet sellers collect sales taxes. Federal 
law currently only requires the sales tax to be collected by sellers who have a 
physical presence like a store or warehouse in the state. Amazon has a pres¬ 
ence in the Bay State and since 2013 has charged Massachusetts residents 
the sales tax for its online sales. 

Under current state law, a Massachusetts resident who buys a taxable item 
online is required to take the initiative and pay the 6.25 percent sales tax 
upon filing of his or her state tax return. But few ever do so. 

Supporters of the tax say brick-and-mortar retailers in the state are losing 
millions of dollars in annual sales and the state is missing out on millions in 
tax revenue. They note consumers often go to brick-and-mortar retail stores 
to look at items and then buy them on the Internet to get a lower price and 
save the sales tax. 

Opponents say this is nothing more than a backdoor tax hike that will cost 
consumers millions of dollars. They note it would also discourage other on¬ 
line retailers from bringing a facility and jobs to Massachusetts and argue 
that the last thing the state’s taxpayers need is a tax increase during this re¬ 
covering economy. 

The Revenue Committee last year recommended approval of the same bill 
but it was sent to a study committee where it died. 

REDUCE THE TAX ON HARD CIDER (S 1565) - Reduces the tax on 
hard cider. Under current law, the tax on cider and other beverages that con¬ 
tain between 3 percent and 6 percent alcohol is 3 cents per gallon. The tax on

anything that contains more than 6 percent per gallon is 70 cents per gallon, 
the same rate as champagne. 

The bill would apply the 70 cents per gallon tax only to drinks that contain 
more than 8.5 percent alcohol. Most hard ciders contain only up to 8 percent 
alcohol and would be taxed at the lower rate of 3 cents per gallon. ^ 

Supporters say current law unfairly treats and taxes hard rider at the same 
rale as champagne. They noted the reduction will help the Bay State com¬ 
pete with neighboring states which have lowered the tax. They argue that the 
change would also put Massachusetts in line with the federal tax on hard 
rider which was reduced effective January 1. 

The Revenue Committee gave the same proposal a favorable report lag 
year but the Legislature took no further action. 

$500 PROPERTY TAX EXEMPTION (S 1583) - Also on the Revenue 
Committee's agenda is a proposal providing up to a $500 property tax ex¬ 
emption for deaf homeowners. The bill was approved by both the Senate 
and House last year but never received final approval in either branch.

TASK FORCE ON SEXUAL ASSAULT (H 2998) - The Higher Educa¬ 
tion Committee has scheduled a public hearing on several bills on April 13 At 
10 p.m. in Room A-l at the Statehouse. One of the proposals would create a 
task force to develop a model sexual assault climate survey to be issued to 
private and public college students in order to determine the prevalence and 
perception of sexual assault on college campuses. 

The survey would include the number of reported incidences of sexual vi¬ 
olence, dating violence, domestic violence and stalking on campuses; stri¬ 
dent knowledge of institutional policies and procedures; the involvement of 
force; incapacitation or coercion; and demographic factors that could be 
used to identify at-risk groups. 

The Senate approved the bill in 2016 but the House never acted on it

HOW LONG WAS LAST WEEK’S SESSION? Beacon Hill Roll Call 
tracks the length of time that the House and Senate were in session each 
week. Many legislators say that legislative sessions are only one aspect of the 
Legislature's job and that a lot of important work is done outside of the 
House and Senate chambers. They note that their jobs also involve commit¬ 
tee work, research, constituent work and other matters that are important to 
their districts. Critics say that the Legislature does not meet regularly or long 
enough to debate and vote in public view on the thousands of pieces oflegis- 
lation that have been filed. They note that the infrequency and brief length of 
sessions are misguided and lead to irresponsible late night sessions and a 
mad rush to act on dozens ofbills in the days immediately preceding the end 
of an annual session. 

During the week of March 27-31, the House met for a total of five hours 
and 3 minutes and the Senate met for a total of 23 minutes.

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7 CAMP PREP POINTERS FROM NEW ENGLAND'S ACA 


By Bette Bussel - Executive Director, American Camp Association, New England 


Congratulations on making a final 
camp dntct and vttrng the regEtratKin 
process in motion! Once registration 
logistics are underway, parents/ 
guardians of first-tune campers may 
tie unsure of how to prepare them¬ 
selves and their children for upcom¬ 
ing summer camp experiences. The 
American Camp Association, New 
England offers the following pointers 
to round out the information that 
comes directly from the camp: 

1. Pack efficiently — Wondering 
what gear you really need? Your camp 
I offers the best advice. If a packing list 
I is pvided by the camp, follow it 
carefully. Whether you re filling a 
daypack for day camp or a duffle, 
backpack or trunk for resident/ 
overnight camp, remember that more 
is not necessarily better. Over packing 
is the most common camp prep error 
families make. Over packing creates 
difficulty in finding essential items 
quickly—the swimsuit for free swim, 
for inslance. Over packing increases 
the chances that possessions will get 
lost somewhere in camp . Ovet pack 
ing burdens the camper, weighing 
them down unnecessarily. 


1 Pack together - Camp expen 
ences teach children valuable life 
lessons in how to keep track of and to 
take care of their belonging. If adults 
do the packing for and not with 
campers, children don't know what 
they have or where to find it. If 
campers are to manage theu belong 
rnp while at camp (for the day or tor 
weeks at a tune), they need to pack 
them (or help pack mem "ijh' iue 
of younger campers)! ”‘ 

3. Practice independence - Camp 
offers parents and children a chance 
to practice normal, healthy separa¬ 
tion, for the day or for several days or 
weeks at a time. Camp experiences 
provide an opportunity for each child 
to benefit as an indiviaual and as a 
member of a group, from time spent 
m a world designed eidusively for 
children. At camp, children doelop 
autonomy and a stronger sense of self 
They make new friends, build skills, 
and experience teamwork And at the 
end of camp, parents report their 
children’s Increased sense of indepen 
dence Schedule some time away from 
home for the day or overnight with 
friends and family members. 


4 Talk, talk, talk - It is only natural 
that as the first day of camp 
approaches, some children may feel 
uneasy. Start the conversation and 
encourage your child to talk about 
these feelings. Let children know that 
you are confident in theu ability to 
nandle the independence that being a 
camper brings. Remind the child of 
other times mey have been indepen 
dent - sleepovers and time away from 
home with friends or family, etc. . 

5. Get real — It is so important for 
children and parents to maintain 
realistic expectations. Camp is a 
microcosm of the real world, so just 
like life, there will be highs and lows. 
Encourage realistic views of what 
camp will be like, discussing both the 
high points and the low points chil¬ 
dren may experience. Remind children 
■hat the most important thing is to 
relax and have fun at camp. 

6 Prepare to move through home¬ 
sickness with confidence - If home¬ 
sickness hits, things will go more 
smoothly if there's a plan in place, 
i Discuss beforehand what the camper 
might do when missing home 
Empower the child to wtk a counselor's 


child’s atklity to adjust to a new setting. 
Try to follow the camp s advice. 
Remember that for moat children 
homesickness is a passing phase and 
growth opportunity Working through 
it can be tremendously empowering!

7. Look forward to keeping camp 
memones alive!
